“That is why I have emphasised this 
business of economic royalists.” he 
said. 
"When the responsible head of our 
Government offers, as the remedy for 
grave national ills, to go out and save 
the people from non-existent and un­ 
identified figments of the economic im­ 
agination, the planlessness and

Inadequacy of our Government are ex 
posed. 
“When we have that sort of shadow ­ 
boxing with serious problems, 
it 
is 
about time to try a new performer,” 
G. I*. R. Chadwick, president of the 
Rockingham club, estimated the crowd 
at 10,090. In introducing Colonel Knox, 
Chadwick termed his club the first 
organization to indorse the Chicago 
publisher for the Presidential nomina­ 
tion last August. 
Applause greeted Knox’s statement 
“the voters are disgusted with the mot­ 
ley crew of experim enters in the Ad­

Since March, 1933, the New Deal has added more than 
230,000 persons to the full-time payroll of the Federal G ov­ 
ernment, without increasing the classified Civil Service en­ 
rollment. 
No amount of legislative camouflage can obscure this 
sabotage of the merit system. 
This crime ctgainst the public service can not now be 
covered by a hollow gesture of repentance. 
Every major act of the Roosevelt Administration in cre­ 
ating a new administrative agency has been a dagger thrust at 
the heart of Civil Service.
